lias Failed 
The «h ath knell was Hounded yester 
day and tie* unfortunate one** more imws 
down to the mnj«*sty of state, Govern* 
or Van Sant ><*nt «>ut tie* dictum fixing 
the date of execution, upon which W il 
bam Cluunaril, who mat the Ca-s 
county jail at Walker, shall be hanged 
for murder. 
It 
is understood that in fixing the 
date tin* governor made good the prom­ 
ise t«> break up the time honored cus­ 
tom of setting Friday as the execution 
day. 
Chounard was convicted at the last 
term of court in Cass county of tnur 
dering his wife at Cass Lake last w in 
ter. 
The 
shooting 
which 
occurred 
early in the winter w as one of th<* most 
cowardly acts that has been chronicled 
in northern Minnesota for year». T he 
condemned man never denied shooting 
hi» wife, but put up a defense on trial 
that he was intoxicated and did not 
—frfTm vw hat he was doing---- 
. Attorney A. T. Larson, of this city, 
was employed to defend Chounard, and 
for what he had to work on made a very 
good case, but the fabric was thin, very 
thin, and it w*ns on«* chance in ten 
thousand that Chounard wnuld escape 
the hangman s 
noose. 
T her© was a 
time during the p ro g re ss of the trial 
when Chounard could have saved him 
self from hanging, but he felt as though 
he wanted to take a ehanee at securing 
his liberty, notwithstanding hi» attor­ 
ney an«l relatives bogged him to plead 
guilty. 
He would have thus thrown himself 
on the mercy of th«* court and it is un­ 
derstood that an arrangement had been 
made to make the sentence life impris 
onment. 
But Chounard knew better, 
hi* positively refused to listen to any 
such proposition, so that now he has no 
one to blame but himself. 
Chounard was living with his com 
mon law wife at the time of the tragedy 
at C a s s , Lake. 
He had been down town 
drinking heavily on the day of the mur­ 
der and when h«* came horn«* found that 
his wife had been out with another 
woman. 
II«* is said to have been v«*ry 
jealous of her and a «juarrel was started 
between the two over h«*r al settee from 
the house, with the 
that wh<*n 
the woman turned to Lave him ('hot) 
nard fired two sh o ts in h«*r back and 
killed her. 
The condemned man ha^ a sister in 
this city, Mrs. L. II. Hitt, who has been 
persistent in her <*i 
its to have the sen­ 
tence of death commuted to lift* im 
prisonment. 
For months her time was 
occupied in going from town to town in 
the northern part of the state s«*ouring 
signatures to a petition which was pro 
scnted to the pardon board at its last 
meeting asking that the sentence be 
changed. The board turned a deaf ear 
to th© petitions, however, and now 
Chounard must hang. 
Chounard was at one time a resident 
of Little F'alls where he has an aunt liv- 


ing now-, 
lb* and his sist« r, Mrs. Hitt. 
w«*r«* left orphans and Mrs. Hitt has a 
sister!\ affection for him that is pm nom 
.mal.

Govern­ 
or Van Sant sent out the dictum fixing 
the data of execution, upon which YVil 
bam Chou nard, who is at the Cass 
county jail at Walker, shall be hanged 
for murder. 
It is understood that in fixing the 
date the governor made good the prom­ 
ise to break up tin' time honored cus­ 
tom of setting Friday as the execution 
day. 
Chounard was convicted at the last 
term of court in Cass county of inur 
tiering his wife at Cass Lake last win­ 
ter. The 
shooting 
which 
occurred 
early in the winter was one of tile most 
cowardly acts that has been chronicled 
in northern Minnesota for years. Tho 
condemned man never denied shooting 
his wife, but put up a defense on trial 
that he was intoxicated and did not 
"tfrmvv what he was doing------- 
. Attorney A. T. Larson, of this city, 
was employed to defend Chounard, and 
for what he had to work on made a very 
good case, but the fabric was thin, very 
thin, and it was one chance in ten 
thousand that Chounard would escape 
the hangman’s noose. There was a 
time during the progress of the trial 
when Chounard could have saved him 
self from hanging, but he felt as though 
he wanted to take a chanco at securing 
his liberty, notwithstanding his attor­ 
ney and relatives begged him to plead 
guilty. 
He would have thus thrown himself 
on the mercy of the court and it is un­ 
derstood that an arrangement had been 
made to make the sentence life impris­ 
onment. 
But Chounard knew better, 
he positively refused to listen to any 
such proposition, so that now he has no 
one to blame but himself. 
Chounard was living with his eom- 
mon-lavv wife at the time of the tragedy 
at Cass. Lake. He had been down town 
drinking heavily on the day of the mur­ 
der and when he came home found that 
his wife had been out with another 
woman, 
lb* is said to have been very 
jealous of her and a quarrel was started 
between the two over her absence from 
the house, with the result that when 
the woman turned to leave him Chou 
nard tired two shots in her back and 
killed her. 
The condemned man has a sister in 
this city, Mr.->. E. ll. Hitt, who has been 
persistent in her cl rts to have the sen­ 
tence of death commuted ta life im 
prisonment. 
For months her time was 
occupied in going from town to town in 
the northern part of the state .securing 
signatures to a petition which was pre­ 
sented to the pardon board at its last 
meeting asking that the sentence be 
changed. The board turned a deaf ear 
to the petitions, however, and now 
Chounard must hang. 
Chounard was at one time a resident
